Towns Cope With Icy Conditions

Heavy precipitation is characterizing 2011, with 
three snow days already on record and wet wintery 
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snow creating icy conditions that challenge drivers and 
public officials. With more snow scheduled to come, 
Mattapoisett, Rochester and Marion continue to cope with 
this winter's weather related challenges that strain local 
budgets and keep public workers on their toes. 

In Rochester, Highway Surveyor Jeffrey Eldridge 
said that his crews are preparing daily to handle the next 
snowstorm. He said this season's snowfall is the worst he 
has seen in five years. 

'Tvery year is different. Fd rather see it snow 
six feet than six inches of snow with rain,'' he said, 
noting that the recent wet snow is a perfect recipe for icy 
conditions. "This [kind of snow] is harder to push, harder 
on drivers and the equipment," he said. 

Despite the prevalence of ice, Mr. Eldridge said 
that accidents are actually below last year's levels, at 
approximately five or six instances this year. Many of the 
accidents involved cars sliding off the road, he said. 

Mr. Eldridge remarked that his crew limits the 
amount of salt used on Rochester roads in order to protect 
the water quality of wells, which are prevalent in the 
town. "That is why, when you enter Rochester, you see 
more slush on the roads," he explained. 

In the meantime, he said that as of last week, 
Rochester already has spent its $65,000 snow removal 
budget and much of the season still remains. "Right now 
we're just taking it one day at a time," he said. Money will 
be appropriated from next year's budget to accommodate 
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the costs, he added. 

In Mattapoisett, highway department crews 
were busy at work on Monday, removing excess snow 
along sidewalk curbs to make room for the next round of 
snowfall. Workers transferred snow with their ploughs 
to the town wharf parking lot, which served as a storage 
area for several large mounds of snow. 

"In my 20-plus years at the department, we've 
[had to move snow to the wharf] a few times, but not 
on a regular basis,'' said Rob Daener of the highway 
department. He also noted that the mixed precipitation is 
more dangerous. "Sometimes you wish it was all snow," 
he said. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham noted that his 
$44,000 snow removal budget - half of which is used to 
pay for sand and salt - is already spent. "Everything from 
now on is deficit," he said. 

The icy snow caused by the wintery mix has 
challenged his crews, who require a front end loader to 
break up piles of frozen snow. The plough "won't push 
back into what's frozen," he said. "With light fluffy snow, 
you could push it back." 

Mr. Denham said that although this year's 
weather is challenging, it is not necessarily uncommon. 
"I've seen years that are even worse. You remember all of 
the good years - 1 remember the bad ones," he said. 

In Marion, Chief Lincoln Miller said that 
Department of Public Works has worked hard to ensure 
that roads are clear for passage. In terms of accidents, 
he said the town has seen a few more accidents - about 
a dozen - "just because of snow and ice." However, the 
bulk of snow-related accidents tend to occur during the 
first snowstorm, when people are off their guard. "Also, 
when the snow hits in the middle of the day, we get more 
accidents," he said. 

With snow piled up along sidewalks, he said that 
pedestrians have been spotted walking in the street. "One 
thing I do caution pedestrians is not to wear dark clothes 
but brightly colored reflective clothing," he said, adding, 
"We've had reports of persons wearing dark clothes who 
are difficult to see." 
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Sea Scouts Sail into Tri-Town

Scouting options for young people just expanded 
with a new Sea Scout program being offered in the Tri- 
Town and surrounding areas. This Boy Scouts of America 
(BSA) program - sponsored by the Phythagorean Lodge 
in Marion - is an addition to the traditional Boy Scout 
operations in Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester, Acushnet, 
Wareham and Fairhaven. 

Sippican Sea Scouts - or Ship # 19, as it is 
officially known - is open to boys and girls from ages 14 
to 18 years old. The Ship, or troop, will meet once or twice 
a month to learn nautical skills including knot tying, tidal 
issues, sea history, boat maintenance, first aid, piloting. 
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signaling, engines, sea customs, galley operations, water 
safety, parts of a sailboat, navigation, weather and how 
a boat is built. The program also encourages parent and 
community volunteers to help in the program and join the 
Sea Scout planning committee. 

"We welcome any youth in the surrounding 
area, even if he or she is a senior in high school,'' said Jim 
Verni, the "Skipper'' of Sippican Sea Scouts, Ship #19. "We 
have a group of experienced sailors in the Pythagorean 
Lodge who have volunteered to be a part of this exciting 
program," Mr. Verni said, whose son is an Eagle Scout. 

Volunteers must meet strict BSA screening, 
including attending Youth Protection Training and 
undergoing a CORI check, also required for local Boy 
Scout Troop operations. "People can feel confident that 
we have trained BSA leaders who are good men and 
women," Mr. Verni said. The program is an official BSA 
program with all content, insurance and regulations 
mandated by them. The Pythagorean Lodge is the 
sponsoring organization, which is a community service, 
and not the legal entity behind the Sea Scouts. 

"People realize that taking a child out on a boat 
has its dangers, and by using the BSA Sea Scout Program, 
we have the insurance backing and extensive program 
guidelines to go forward," Mr. Verni explained, adding 
that volunteers might be hesitant to get involved without 
the assurance of the BSA's insurance coverage and 
program material. The lodge could not financially afford 
to get involved in a program of this type without the 
backing of a solid organization like the BSA, he added. 

"During the sailing season there are always 
crewing opportunities, depending on the fleet, and they 
sail competitively," Mr. Verni said. "These crews are 
always looking for young people who are energetic... we 
feel this would be a great learning opportunity for these 
young people." 

According to Mr. Verni, the Beverly Yacht Club 
has agreed to allow the Sea Scouts, with competent 
leadership supervision, to sail J / 24 sailboats this summer. 
The Sea Scouts will also learn to kayak and plan to 
explore the ponds, streams, lakes and harbors of the 
SouthCoast. Camp Cachalot, the BSA camp located 
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within Miles Standish State Park, will be accessed as a 
training ground for sailing and kayaking. The BSA also 
hosts a national sailing competition where Sea Scouts will 
compete with one another around the country. 

"One day, these Sea Scouts will grow up and 
possibly own a boat, or have the chance to crew on a 
friend's boat,'' said Mr. Verni. "We hope to give these 
young adults the opportunity to be ready for that day," he 
added. 

The sign up for Sippican Sea Scouts, Ship #19 
will be held Saturday, February 19 at 10:00 am at the 
Pythagorean Lodge, 13 Spring Street.

Towns Participate in Homeless Count 
By Laura Pedulli 

Last Wednesday, January 26, officials in the Tri- 
Town and throughout the state participated in the annual 
Statewide Homeless Census count. The U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development requires the count to 
help determine how much funding state agencies need to 
provide services for the homeless. These agencies oversee 
larger regions, which include the Tri-Town and larger 
cities like New Bedford and Taunton. 

Mattapoisett and Marion Police Department 
officials reported no homeless, or individuals lacking 
fixed housing who reside in shelters or outdoors, in either 
town - mostly because homeless citizens from these areas 
move to cities where services are available. However, 
town officials pointed out some isolated cases of past 
homelessness, and evidence of financial stress affecting 
local families and individuals. 

In Mattapoisett, Police Chief Mary Lyons said 
that although the town reported no homeless in the 
Plymouth County Homeless Count, as recently as two 
months ago a homeless man lived in a campsite in the 
woods. 

''We assisted him in getting to the shelter in 
New Bedford when a bed became available. The Police 
Association used some of our funding derived from

donations to help feed this man while he was homeless/' 
Chief Lyons said, adding that the department provided 
shelter supplies and slightly used clothing to him. 

"I have to credit [the late Detective Lt.] Paul 
Silveira for checking in with this guy almost daily/' she 
said. 

Chief Lyons also noted that some individuals are 
housed in a Mattapoisett motel through state-run social 
service agencies. However, these individuals are not 
technically homeless because they have living quarters. 

Rochester did not participate in the count - which 
is voluntary - but Rochester Deputy Police Officer Tracy 
Eldridge said that during her time in the Rochester 
Police Department, she could not recall encountering any

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

homeless persons. 

Rochester Town Clerk and Selectman Chair 
Naida Parker, however, remarked that on recent occasion 
individuals were found living in trailers - unheated with 
no electricity - on the back of lots. These individuals are 
not technically homeless, she said, however oftentimes 
the Board of Health intercedes to provide temporary 
assistance to these individuals. 

Overall, she said Rochester lacks the services that 
attract homeless, and locals needing help move to cities. 
"There is no place to get shelter. You are really out in the 
elements here," she said. 

Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller reported no 
homeless as well, and Andrea Keene in the registrar's 
office who participates in Marion's annual census count 
confirmed, "In the 37 years, I've never reported any." The 
reason: lack of services. 

"If you are looking for services, you gravitate 
toward cities, where there is transportation... That is 
the testament of cities, despite the heat they get, they 
have good services," said Dennis Carmen of Plymouth 
County's United Way, who oversaw the homeless count 
for Plymouth County. In nearby New Bedford, for 
instance, the homelessness count netted 25 individuals as 
unsheltered and at high risk of homelessness, as reported 
by Carl Alves of PAACA, Inc, which oversaw the count. 

Mr. Carmen added that at-risk homeless persons 
tend to double or triple up in houses, moving in with 
family or sympathetic friends. Often, he said, these 
individuals live transient lives until they get their feet on 
the ground. 

One related case reported during a September 
2010 Rochester School Committee meeting was brought 
to light when the mother of a Rochester Memorial School 
student asked the committee if her son could remain at 
RMS, despite the fact that they have had to recently move 
temporarily to Marion. The mother said that her son and 
herself sleep four nights per week in Rochester at her 
brother's house, but housed their belongings in Marion. 

The committee ended up allowing the boy to 
continue to attend RMS because they determined his case 
falls into the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act.

He was allowed to stay at the school as his mother located 
a Rochester rental. 

Mr. Carmen said that emergence of ''the new 
unemployed'' in the face of a slumping economy is 
bringing "a huge number of people" into shelters as well. 
He said shelters have gotten more apt at housing a greater 
number of people, and so far the numbers are showing 
that although fewer people are out on the streets, more 
individuals and families are living in shelters. 

Although he said admitting homelessness "is 
not popular" for towns - he said reporting instances of 
homelessness is critical for agencies to receive funding 
and for people to receive the support they need.

Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Jonathan Henry and Stephen Gushing, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Debbie Paiva. 

The minutes of the January 18 meeting were 
approved. 

In a discussion item, the Board considered an 
offer from the Planning Board to endorse a town meeting 
article asking voters to pass the ''Mullin rule''. The rule 
enables members of a board, committee or commission, 
to vote on adjudicatory hearings, even if the member 
has missed a single meeting. In small towns, said Mr. 
Dawson, it can be problematic if a board member has 
missed a meeting and cannot participate in an important 
vote. The Mullin rule allows this member to review 
video and minute coverage from their absence, and still 
participate in a hearing decision. 

The Board, however, determined that the Mullin 
rule would not be necessary for a three-member board. 
The Board rarely participates in adjudicatory hearings 
- such as dog hearings and liquor license hearings - and 
when they do, absence has not been a problem in the 
past. Therefore, the Selectmen did not vote to sign the 
article with the Planning Board. Mr. Dawson said that the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) and the Conservation 
Commission were also invited to co-sign on the article, 
and would make the decision to participate at their 
respective meetings.

'Tor those kinds of boards, we ought to go 
forward,'' said Chairman Blanchette. "We ought to go 
to town meeting and approve it. . . [but] I don't think it's 
appropriate for us." 

Under action items, the Board approved a 
one-day, all-alcohol license for the VFW's #2425 Ham 
and Bean Supper on February 12 and signed water 
commitments for $250 and $1,220. 

Mr. Dawson then informed the Board that recent 
water testing had shown elevated levels of copper in the 
town water The water, which Mr. Dawson said was tested 
on a monthly basis, had been showing an incremental 
increase in copper levels, and had recently exceeded 
the state's established acceptable safety level. A Camp, 
Dresser and McKee (CDM) report said that the firm 
would work to find the source of the excess copper, and 
would help the town remediate the problem. 

"Copper doesn't just come from somewhere," 
said Chairman Blanchette. "If we were able to find, with 
this contract, where the copper is coming from... would 
we not be able to recoup some of this money?" 

"All avenues are open to us," said Mr Dawson, 
who indicated that the town would at least try to make 
the responsible party pay for the work. 

Mr. Dawson said that the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) had issued an 
administrative consent order in regards to the copper 
levels, which meant that the Board would have to act.

"It sounds like we don't really have a choice. 
Hopefully this will lead us to the source/' said Selectman 
Gushing. The Board voted to authorize Mr. Dawson to 
enter a contract with CDM in the amount of $43,900, with 
money coming from the water department's Inflow and 
Infiltration (I and I) budget. 

In their only appointment of the evening, the 
Board met with Charlie Van Voorhis of Durland / Van 
Voorhis Architects, a firm out of New Bedford that 
specializes in renovating historic and antique buildings.

problems, structural issues, heat loss, fire safety and 
accessibility issues. The report prioritized the issues in 
need of remediation. The first priority, said the report, 
were structural repairs, foundation re-pointing, building 
perimeter re-grading, gutters and downspouts reparation, 
window repair, insulation and improved fire protection 
system. Secondary priorities included new siding, 
improved handicapped accessibility, air-conditioning, 
new HVAC and security systems. 

''The roof is in relatively good shape," said Mr. 
Van Voorhis. "The area around the building however, 
is in need of work," he added, saying that there was 
immediate need to "shed" water away from the base of 
the building to prevent further water seepage issues. 

This preliminary report prompted a discussion 
from the Board, regarding how the town should go 
forward with their Town House needs. The first decision 
was whether they wanted to renovate their existing 19th 
century building or consider building a new structure. 
According to Mr. Van Voorhis, building a new building is 
typically 5 to 10 percent more costly than renovating an 
existing building, but the Town House is much larger than 
it needs to be for the town's operations. 

The second decision was, if the town chooses to 
renovation the existing building, whether they would 
want to do so in one large project or in several smaller 
projects. "You can keep going on, patching what is here," 
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said Mr. Van Voorhis, "or [you can] upgrade your entire 
system, which is a great undertaking/' 

According to the existing conditions report, a 
complete renovation would cost approximately $5.4 
million. 

Selectman Henry questioned whether the Town 
House would be worth saving, considering all the 
problems that would need to be addressed. He suggested 
that the town might want to consider constructing a new 
building, possibly in the area of Washburn Park. 

'T think this is something we have to come to 
grips with and then present it at town meeting,'' said 
Chairman Blanchette. When the town determined how it 
would address the Town House problem, the Chairman 
said that the next step would be approaching the 
Community Preservation Fund and then bond out the rest 
of the project. "But bring it to town meeting, because that 
is where it needs to go," he added. 

"This is not something to be rushed into and 
every piece needs to be figured out," said Mr. Dawson, 
who said that the town might not even be ready to vote 
on the issue in time for the 2011 annual town meeting. The 
issue, he said, should be "properly vetted" and addressed 
after gathering more information. 

The Board agreed to investigate the cost of 
building a new Town House for comparative purposes, 
and will plan public hearings to gather public sentiment 
on how the town should go forward with this need. 
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The Board voted to adjourn at 8:40 pm. 

Selectmen Address ORCTV Issue 

Joint School Committee Meeting

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
Superintendency Union #55 and the ORR District School 
Committee was held on January 27, 2011 at 6:30 pm. SU 
Chairperson Sharon Hartley and ORR chairperson Peter 
Bangs called the meeting to order 

In their first appointment, the Committees met 
with Sue Grosart and Kim Frink to hear the annual report 
from the Tri-Town Education Foundation. The foundation 
was formed to enhance and enrich education for students 
in the Tri-Town. It maintains an endowment called 
the Lighthouse Fund Grant, which bestows money to 
educational initiatives in the Tri-Town. 

According to Ms. Grosart, the foundation has 
about $5,200 to give for the next grant. Ms. Grosart and 
Mr Frink said that the foundation was seeking members, 
particularly from Rochester She said that the foundation 
meets about five times per year and has one fundraising 
event in June called the Taste of the Tri-Town. Any 
Rochester resident interested in the Tri-Town Foundation 
Committee should contact chairperson Kim Frink at 508- 
748-1418. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 
Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne to 
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discuss ongoing contractual issues regarding ORCTV, 
and its potential impact on cable access learning at the 
district schools. Both Marion and Rochester agreed to 
continue a contract with ORCTV, while Mattapoisett 
opted to wait. Mattapoisett hoped to maintain some of 
the PEG (Public / Educational / Government) access fees 
to improve their own equipment and facilitate their goal 
of televising more board and committee meetings. With 
Mattapoisett choosing to not engage in a regional contract 
right away, rumors swirled about the future of ORCTV, 
said Mr. Gagne, who proceeded to read a statement to the 
committee. 

In this letter, signed by Mattapoisett selectmen 
Jordan Collyer, Paul Silva and George Randall, the Board 
expressed the desire to "set the record straight'' regarding 
future agreements: 

"We do not intend to withhold any funds due 
ORCTV," read Mr. Gagne. "...Some may have read or 
heard a statement that Mattapoisett was going to be the 
demise of ORCTV or Mattapoisett was jeopardizing 
the future of ORCTV. These statements are factually 
incorrect." The letter explained that the town was trying 
to use the contract expiration date as an opportunity to 
"look at the terms and conditions of future agreements 
with ORCTV." 

PEG access fees are gathered from a 4.5 percent 
surcharge applied to Mattapoisett resident subscribers. 
The selectmen described their policy review as a 



"fiduciary responsibility to see that the surcharge from the 
cable subscribers. . . are appropriately being spent." 

According to the letter, the Board is currently 
working to develop a plan and budget to broadcast every 
meeting in Mattapoisett on local cable channels. When 
they complete these plans, they will share them with 
ORCTV. By holding out and renegotiating, Mr. Gagne said 
that they hoped to replace the outdated equipment that 
they purchased in 1994. 

The point of the meeting with the Joint school 
committees, said Mr. Gagne, was to address how this 
ongoing contractual issue will affect the regionalized 
schools of Old Rochester Regional High School and Junior 
High School. The selectmen informed the joint committee 
that, if they could not come to an agreement with ORCTV, 
they would directly send Mattapoisett' s franchise fee 
revenues for the schools to continue their educational 
access. 

With clarification that the schools would receive 
money to continue their educational programming, the 
joint committees did not make further comments. 

In his brief Superintendent's report, Douglas 
White informed the committees that the ORR district has 
used four of its five allotted snow days for the 2010/2011 
school year. He told the committees that they might need 
to consider a course of action at a future date if the schools 
have to go beyond the five-day cancelation threshold. 

In an update from the regionalization 
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subcommittee. Dr. Bangs told the committees that 
any hope of financial advantages from regionalizing 
kindergarten through sixth grade in the Tri-Town 
was "awash". Instead, the subcommittee would be 
meeting on February 17 to discuss other tangible, non- 
financial benefits, such as: time management among 
boards, computer purchasing, and software /licensing 
agreements. 

"I still think there could be synergies with budget 
committees," added Union committee member Christine 
Winters. District member Thomas Shire said that 
regionalization could have a positive "spiritual effect" on 
the community and staff. 

The Board then voted to accept the school 
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calendar for the 2011/2012 year. 

The committees tackled the subject of a 
superintendent evaluation process. ''Doug White has been 
with us a year on February 1," said Chairperson Hartley, 
''and it's been quite a year." Ms. Hartley said that she had 
looked at several articles on what other communities are 
doing for leader evaluations. "As a lay-board, how can we 
help our leader do the very best job he can do?" she asked 
rhetorically 

The committees will be working toward an 
evaluation process that is very clear, said Chairperson 
Hartley, and Mr. White will contribute to the process by 
self-evaluating his goals in a report for the committees to 
review. Chairperson Hartley hoped the committees could

Murder Most Foul on the 
SouthCoast 

By Anne Kakley 

True crime lovers, 
take note! Here is a detailed, 
engrossing story that you have 
to add to your reading queue. 
If you love descriptive settings, 
nefarious characters and a 
sensational trial, then In the 
Dark Woods ofWareham is the book for you. 

Author Lynda Ames turned every stone in 
researching a Wareham murder that took place over 
a century ago, and the result is In the Dark Woods of 
Wareham: Murder of the Eggman. Ms. 
Ames, a Wareham resident, used plenty 
of primary resources - censuses, witness 
accounts and court records - to weave a 
tale of horrible chance and moral depravity 
on the SouthCoast. 

Richard Lawton, a Westport egg 
vendor, shared a lot in common with his 
murderer, Samuel Besse ofWareham. 
Ms. Ames points out that they were both 
rendered motherless at a young age, and 
both hailed from prominent SouthCoast 
families. At the time of the crime, neither 
man was married nor had children. But 
3 8 -year-old Lawton had picked a life of 
hard work, traveling from Westport to Wareham every 
week, to buy and sell eggs. 32-year-old Samuel Besse 
selected the life of a loafer, an alcoholic, and later, a 
cold-blooded murderer. 

"But connect they did and hardly by 
coincidence," wrote Ms. Ames. "These two young men 
would find themselves on a remote stretch of road on 
a cold December morning in 1885. Lawton was there 
by routine, and Besse to take advantage of Lawton's 
predictability." Besse, a jury would later find out, shot 
Lawton en route in Wareham, took his money, wandered 
drunk and aimless through Rochester, Fairhaven 
and Acushnet, and went on a spending spree in New 
Bedford. 

Ms. Ames tells this story effortlessly, and 
manages to disseminate piles of records into a riveting 
story. We learn about the background of the nefarious 
Besse, and understand, but never condone, his actions. 




We feel affection for the hardworking Lawton, whose 
only fault was being a hardworker on a predictable 
routine - Besse had been eying his purse strings for 
some time and had plotted the poor peddler's demise. 

Quite understandably, this tale of premeditated 
murder was a sensation at the newsstands, with all of the 
daily papers in that time period competing for the most 
grisly details. Reporters battled the winter elements, and 
each other, for the best story to share. Ms. Ames takes 
these newspaper accounts to round out the story. 

This is a must-read for local history buffs 
and true crime lovers alike. Moreover, the reader will 
get a kick out of seeing local names. One of the most 
damaging testimonies comes from one Ed Gumey, 
relative of Ansel Gurney, who was asked by Besse to 
assist in the murder of the Eggman. He 
declined to participate in the crime, but told 
investigating officers about the offer. 

In addition to regional names like 
Howland and Tripp, the story spans 
the SouthCoast, and includes mention 
of Rochester center, Blackmore Pond 
Road, Mary's Pond Road, Route 6 and 
New Bedford Road. The players are all 
% SouthCoast, and some Tri-Town, as some 
lif of the witnesses hailed from Rochester and 
- Marion. The story was followed closely by 
eager readers of the time, but it managed 
to fade from collective memory until Ms. 
Ames started her research. 
This book also contains family trees, maps, old 
photographs, and original newspaper illustrations, which 
are helpful in following the story. Included is a modem- 
day picture of the crime scene, and a picture of Centre 
Cemetery in Wareham, where Besse - who was hanged 
in 1887 after being found guilty of the crime - is buried. 

The best part about this story is that, if you 
remove the local aspect, and if you remove the curiosity 
effect, it still remains a very entertaining read. Ms. Ames 
is a fine writer, and will hopefully grace the bookstores 
with more of her creative non- fiction writing (since this 
is a debut solo publication from the author). 

Pros: One of the best, most engrossing local 
stories I have ever read - this is definitely a must-have 
for the Tri-Town bookshelf.

Kung Fu Fighting

Ip Man 2: Legend of the Grandmaster, Starring Donnie 
Yen and Sammo Hung. Directed by Wilson Yip. 
Running time: 109 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

2008 's Ip Man was one of the great modem 
martial-arts films. Its titular hero was based on a real- 
life grandmaster of Wing Chun whose main claim to 
fame in America is that he trained Bruce Lee. The 
movie followed the humble but virtuosic Ip as he taught 
students, defended his friend's cotton mill against thugs, 
and struggled to survive during the Japanese occupation 
of China in 1937. That last element gave the original Ip 
Man some gravitas, and even though much of the story 
was pure fantasy (Ip never fought a duel with a Japanese 
general, as the film had it), it was never less than engaging 
and entertaining. 

The new sequel, Ip Man 2: Legend of the 
Grandmaster, which got a limited release in America 
last weekend, goes even further into Chinese nationalist 
mythmaking. Here, Ip is pitted against a loutish, brutal 
British boxer, who represents the British colonial rule that 
Hong Kong was under at the time. This boxer has already 
killed another local master in the ring, and it becomes 
important for Ip to defeat him to restore the nation's pride. 
I seriously doubt the real Ip fought an English boxer 
calling himself "the Twister" any more than he fought a 
Japanese general, but let's go along with the conceit for 
the sake of fable, even if it turns the movie's last act into 
Rocky IV. 

The sequel unavoidably lacks the resonance of 
the original's war- torn milieu, but three men return from 
the first film and keep it entertaining: director Wilson Yip, 
fight choreographer Sammo Hung (who also appears here 
as an Ip rival turned friend), and star Donnie Yen as Ip. 
Yen, slim and severe, walks calmly in a black ankle-length 
coat, looking like a country priest on holiday. Yet he also 




has an easy smile and an infinite amount of patience with 
his students. In this second film, Ip's wartime experiences 
seem to have drawn him closer to his wife and son (there's 
another baby on the way), and even though you can 
follow Ip Man 2 without having seen the first, you'd miss 
touches like Ip's bittersweet, reflective smile when asked 
if he can fight ten men (viewers of Ip Man know he did, 
in a Japanese prison). Yen successfully creates a demigod 
we can nonetheless care about and relate to — even if 
everyone respects Ip's fighting skills, he still has to pay 
the rent. 

So the first half of Ip Man 2 focuses on Ip trying 
to establish a training school in Hong Kong by proving 
himself against the local masters (including Sammo 
Hung), while the second half throws him in the ring 
with the British empire. As the boxer, Darren Shahlavi 
gives a pretty awful performance, but he's cruel and 
imposing enough as an avatar of British imperialist force 
(Morrissey should love him). I wanted a bit more of Fan 
Siu-wong, who has the bullish features and swagger of 
the young Toshiro Mifune, as the thug who made Ip's 
life annoying in the first film but returns here amusingly 
gentled by marriage and fatherhood. But when Donnie 
Yen is up there defying gravity and seemingly breaking 
the sound barrier with his fists, a lot is forgiven. Ip Man
